Beyond 
limited space, and miniscule funds for 
staffing to keep the doors open enough 
hours, especially in the evening and on 
the weekends, so that students can utilize 
the facilities. There is also no money to 
replace worn out books 
This inadequacy casts a senous 
reflection on the quality of education, 
not only for undergraduate bacheior’s 
degrees but for SSC’s limited graduate 
programs, which is being offered within 
Sacramento's hallowed ivory towers. 
PART TIME HELP SHORTAGE 

Next year’s budget proposal also 
includes a recommendation to cut back 
Graduate Assistant positions by fifty 
percent. An already overburdened faculty 
will have to bear the additional load 
which is currently being served by these 
assistants. For that matter, the freeze this 


year eliminates any additional or 
replacement hiring of Graduate 
Assistants. What will happen to the 


students who desperately need English 
1A and 1B courses which are taught by 
the G.A.’s, and even now are hopelessly 
jammed? 
LIMITED EATING FACILITIES 
Presently the Food Service quarters are 
not large enough to hold the number of 
off-campus students who frequent the 
lunch lines in addition to the dormitory 
students who normally eat there. Bill 
Webb. director of the Hornet 
Foundation, which controls the food 
service function on campus, has indicated 
that the facilities are currently just 
handling the overload in terms of food 
served, but not in space available and 
there appears to be no relief in sight until 
the College Union is completed in 1973 
With funds cut off for Capital Outlay, no 
improvements, even internaliy, can be 
accomplished in the intervening years 
WHAT'S THE EFFECT 

All this points conclusively to one thing, 
the quality of education at Sacramento 
State College 1s seriously hampered at 
present and will be even more so next 
year unless the budget crisis is solved. The 
areas cited above are only a sampling of 
what will happen to this college should 
Reagan’s budget proposal be adopted 
unchanged by the legislature. What this 
means in terms of accreditation is very 
negative. With the decline of facilities and 
quality instruction since the most recent 
visit of the Western Association of 
Schools & Colleges accreditation team on 
February 1970, the value of a 
degree from Sacramento State has 
decreased considerably. Every asset of the 
college is taken into consideration when 
accreditation is reviewed and in this sense 
SSC fails to measure up. If the education 
students receive here is not worth the 
paper it is printed on, shouldn't they have 
a right to know and voice their opinion 
on the matter? Afterall, its their future 
that is at stake, as well as California’s. If 
concerted action must be taken it 1s 
apparent that it will have to be student 
oriented and that is the purpose of the 
petition being circulated on campus If

Perhaps we should digress for a moment, returning to our childhood 
and a Hugh Lofting reality. That ‘‘reality”’ is, of course, the fantasy 
world of Dr. Doolittle... inhabited by an assortment of strange 
creatures, not the least of which is the push-me-pull-ewe. 

The push-me-pull-ewe is a nice enough animal; it’s just that the poor 
beast has two heads. When it’s time to move out, a push-me-puli-ewe 
may have a helluva time deciding which way to go.... 

“Morning Fred.” 

“Morning Ed. How are things at your end today?” 

“Fine Fred. What do you say, let’s take a little walk?” 

“Sure. Follow me, Ed . 

“Er, Fred. Why don’t you follow me?” 

“Hate to walk backwards Ed. Let’s move to the right.” 

“Fine Fred. But, your right is my left...” 

Working towards opposite ends wouldn’t you say? Hello, hello, are 
you still there? Find, Jet’s leap tall buildings with a single bound and 
discuss the Cultural Programs Committee. (Honest, the 
push-me-pull-ewe fits in somewhere.) 

Moving forward from our childhood years, we'll halt the time 
machine at tail 1970. At SSC that semester we had something called 
the Unity Fair. The idea was to bring the campus and the community 
closer together. Let me make one thing perfectly clear——the 
community is not welcome on this campus. We can have all the Unity 
Fairs we want. . .they’re meaningless. 

The Cultural Programs Committee made that very clear to me earlier 
this week. Inquiring about the Saturday night film series—in order that 
information about the free films could be broadcast via radio to the 
community—a Committee spokesman told me that such information 
was not to be made available to the community. If the films were 
“advertised” in this manner, she said, the college would have to pay 
more money for them. She also expressed concern that commercial 
theatres in town would “be on our backs” if it was generally known 
that the college was showing free films. 

When asked if the radio ban included KERS (SSC’s non-commercial, 
student-run, radio station), the spokeswoman asserted that since KERS 
airwaves reach the community, the station’s public service 
announcements concerning the films could not be allowed 

I then asked about the SSC speaking engagement of Ralph Nader. No, 
she said, that information could not be made available to the 
community. “‘Advertising’’ the speech would upset those people who 
were selling tickets to Nader’s other Sacramento engagement. Besides, 
she added, the people in the community would come over here and 
take up the students’ seats in the gym. 

Here we have the push-me-pull-ewe; on the one hand there is a 
desperate need to unify the community and the college, and on the 
other there exists a policy to prevent the community from fully 
participating in campus activities. 

Such elitism does not stem from the students; they are willing to share 
the campus with the community. The Cultural Programs Committee 
would do well to recognize that it is helping to alienate the campus 
from the surrounding community. 


Bomb threat 


At about 8:50 p.m. Wednesday 
any anonymous phone call was 
received by a student in the 
ASSSC business office. The caller, 
still unidentified, said that there 
was a bomb set to explode in the 
music building in ten minutes. 

The building was evacuated and 
searched but nothing was found. 
But to be sure that no one would 
be hurt if it was there and not 


found, a music concert scheduled 
for 9 p.m. was cancelled. 

“We rarely have a bomb threat 
on the campus and normally it is 
rather vague and no definite time 
or building given. I feel that when 
the building and time factor is so 
stated, then we must take 
necessary action and evacuate the 
building,”’ said Clifford Sivil, chief 
security officer.

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Nader urges student action

To counteract the power elite 
tendency, Nader calls for 
initiatory democracy which he 
defines as, “the exercise of 
democratic rights by a single 
citizen or a group of citizens that 
is not even at the outset relying 
on a representative institution like 
Congree or a legislative or some 
politician to give the go signal to.” 
It must go further than picketing 
and it must permeate our society. 
It must include unions, 
corporations and every 
micro-situation. 

A new type of sensitivity and 
perception is needed to save us. 
We can’t rely on government or 
somebody else to do the job. It

For some reason I expected SUN 
Bear to be a little more Elridge 
Cleaver and a little less Ghandi, 
more militant and less patient. 
After all, hadn't the white man 
stolen his land, killed his people 
and left him with so little that it 
was miracle he survived at all? But 
the Indian people have survived 
not because of this civilization but 
in spite of it. 


Sun Bear, who spoke at SSC 
Wednesday, is a member of the 
Chippewa Tribe in Northern 
Minnesota. For 20 years, he 
hunted, trapped, and lived off the 


land on the White Earth 
Reservation. He has written two 
books, ‘‘At Home in the 


Wilderness,’ about living off the 
land, and “Buffalo Heart,” about 
the history and traditions of the 
Indian 

In spite of the federal 
government's stifling of anything 
that is Indian, the Chippewas have 
quietly practiced their way of life 
and lived in the more desolate 
areas because they wanted to 
avoid contact with the white 
man’s so-called ‘‘advanced 
civilization.’ Sun Bear explained, 


“Por a great many years, the man 
with the rattle and the drum who 
wanted to tell his way of life to 
the people or practice it, was told 
that this could not be.”’ 
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But the Indian knew through 
prophecy that the day would 
come when the white man’s 
society would find itself in 
trouble and many of its people 
would turn away from it. Before 
this day of cleansing would come, 
there would be a time of great 
suffering for the Indian. As he

traditional tndian. “Time is not an 
element that is measured by the 
watching of a clock.” 

The Indian nows sees this 
prophecy coming true. Sun Bear is 
encouraged by the awakening of 
the new generation who see that 
the old ways are not necessarily 
the right ways. As a result of the

watched with sadness the 
slaughter of the buffalo, and the 
great waste of the land, Chief 
Seattle said, “I cry for the passing 
of my people at this time, but 
why should I mourn, his (the 
white man’s) time of decay and 
destruction will come.”’ 


The Indian waited quietly 
because he is patient. . .100 years 
is not that much time to the 
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response of non-Indians, they 
have banded together a group of 
non-Indians and Indians called the 
Bear Tribe, who are interested in 
returning to the traditional Indian 
ways. They now have six 
operating bases in California and 
others across the country on land 
donated by private individuals 
They are showing that “people 
can come and live together in 
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harmony and true brotherly love 
and build an economy based on 
cooperation and mother earth 
rather than technology and 
machines.” 

The Bear Tribe is not involved in 
political trips. They are against 
war (When asked to fight in the 
Korean War for his country, Sun 
Bear replied that the Koreans did 
not take his country from him.), 
but are not concerned with 
violent overthrow of a 
government that they see rapidly 
deteriorating by itself. They 
intend to “keep away from the 
dragon as long as it has teeth.” 
Indians were always strong 
conservationists and regard 
themselves as keepers of the earth 
with a responsibility to their 
generation and the generations to 
come. Sun Bear is not speaking 
out against the people who think 
they own the land and tear it 
apart by destroying natural 


resources and polluting the air 
The object of the Bear Tribe is, 
as Sun Bear said, “to minimize 


our needs, rather than expand our 
wants.”” They believe that each 
person has a right to their vision. 
There is a Sweat Lodge in each 
village where people go to sweat 
and cleanse themselves oi sickness 
and it is alos used in purification 
rites before people go up to fast 
and seek their vision. 


The Bear Tribe wants to get 
groups in various cities to first 
move towards each other and then 
towards the land. Their total 
direction is to bring people out of 
the society and help them to live 
with each other and the land 

Every Monday night at 7:30 
p.m. the Bear Tribe has a meeting 
at the Newman Center to teach 
people more about their ways 
There is no distinction between 
races and all are welcome to join

Intercollegiate team in 
soccer Is an asset 


There is currently 4 movement on campus which is small but growing 
continually. It is little-known to the general student body except for 
those few individuals directly involved in the movement. And because 
of its smallness, it deserves to have attention focused upon it. It is 
linked directly to and is an iniegral part of the vast intramural program 
on this campus. For lack of official sanction to this date it suffers like 
many programs which are interested in attaining greater heights. The 
program we afe talking about is soccer and as of this spring it exists 
only within intramural sports. Because it is a worthwhile program 
desiring to obtain Intercollegiate athletic status for next fall we would 
like to throw our support behind it. 

Lead by Ron Pearson, the youthful coach who currently teaches the 
soccer/rugby class within the physical education department, soccer 
enthusiasts from all corners of the campus have expressed an active 
interest in forming an intercollegiate soccer team at Sacramento State. 
To date, petitions circulated to this effect have gathered over 1000 
signatures of undergraduates who feel they can justifiably afford a part 
of their social activities fee in the interests of the soccer team. 

According to Coach Pearson, talent abounds on the SSC campus 
which more than justifies organizing an intercollegiate team. Soccer, the 
most widely played sport in the world, has, over the past 3-5 years 
grown in popularity in the continental US., a country traditionally 
given to the more physical contact sports. Sacramento city and local 
high school districts for that matter have established teams and leagues 
annually, creating an ever-widening community interest. What better 
reason for falling in line with a national trend. 

Approval for an intercollegiate soccer team has been granted by the 
athletic department, but that is only one hurdle passed, the biggest one 
coming up later this spring semester in the form of budget hearings. 
Next year’s student senate will be forced to decide if they can finance 
the $2000 required to run the soccer team, a decision always made 
harder because of the constant demands being made on the senate by 
other programs, new ones and established ones alike. The $2000 as 
outlined by Coach Pearson will be used to pay for team insurance, 
uniforms, a few game balls, limited bus transportation and an 
occasional meal for the team. Players will supply their own shoes and 
other equipment such as protective gear for the legs or face. In 
summation, $2000 is a small amount of money to quibble about when 
stacked up against the benefits of the program. 

For those who are hesitant about any expansion of the athletic 
program on this campus, rest assured that soccer is one of those sports 
in the fine tradition of community participation. It requires little 
financing, seemingly will not be affected year by year by the 
inflationary trend of most intercollegiate sports, provides many hours 
of watching enjoyment and excitement, serves as an example for the 
intramural teams each spring and finally, most importantly in fact, it is 
a sport that can be played and enjoyed by anyone. Its addition to the 
line up of fine intercollegiate teams already boasted by Sacramento 
State will serve to reorient the emphasis on big-time sports, spurring 
regenerated campus interest in an area which has been on the wane for 
the past couple of years. To deny its existence is to be blind to the best 
interests of this campus. 

For these reasons we urge that the new senate, upon their election, 
and the old senate in a recommendatory sense, to grant funds so that an 
intercollegiate soccer team can be fielded next year. A favorable 
decision makes good sense, an unfavorable one can only be explained in 
terms of dollars and not the best interests of the campus. Sacramento 
State College is ready for intercollegiate soccer!
